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The ¢ Principle for the Taxing of
CRECETS Distilled Spirits.

Jr seems to be the general impression that
Co at its next session, will make some
important modifloations in the Internal Reve-
nue Iaw relating to the manufacture of dis-
tilled spirits. The necessity for this is very
apparent, if we may judge from the inafii-
clency and failure in the collection of this im-
portant branch of the revenue under the law
as it now stands, Distilled spirits, which
ought to pay about one hundred millions per
annum into the treasury, now yield hardly one-
third of that amount. Of course this failure
imposes &till heavier burdens upon other
branches of industry. DBut this is one of the
gmallost of the evils connected with it. The
widespread demoralization and corruption,
both of the people and of the officers of
Government, incldent to this branch of
our revenus gystem, as at pregent
conducted, is a much greater and more start-
ling evil. That muooh of this is due to the
charscter of the law itself we do not doubt.
Other countries collect as large a tax per
gallon from distilled spirits as we are endea-
voring to do, and oolleot it suoccesafully, with-
ont any excess of frand in that particunlar
departmentover others intheir revenue service.
There is mo reason why we should not do so
too. Americans are not naturally any more
dishonest than other people, and the average
run of our internal revenus officlals are pro-
bably as little inolined, 4 priori, to peculation
and frand as those of other countries. The
diffienlty is in our system Itself, which offera
guch ooceasions for fraud on a large and remu-
nerative socale, that it at once holds out tempta-
tions too strong to be resisted by men of ordi-
nary virtne. Aund, in the second place, volu-
minous and minute as are the provisions of
the law, it fails in practical operation to afford
the proper and requisite facilities for the con-
viction and punishment of those who violate
its provisions. As an instance, we may men-
tion that all important violations of the law
are made criminal offenses, punishable in many
instances by imprisonment; and yet, though
infractions of the law are constant, and the
Courts are thronged with what are oalled
“liguor cases,” wea never, or at least very

o raraly; hiear of a criminal prosscution.

Any man who nnderstands the business of
manufacturing distilled spirits would see at
onoe, upon reading our present law, that it was
not drawn up by practical men. It aims to
reach certain reanlts, but Instead of deing so
by plain and direct methods, it resorts to a
hundred different chocks and balances, which
amount to nothing practically. Under it the
skilful distiller will perpetrate frauds which
only an equally skilful distiller can deteet.
The primary principle of the law, as it now
stands, is to find the product of a distillery
from the oath of the distiller, the very person
who, of all others, is most interested to make
a falge statement. Now, the true ground to
go upon is the simple one of taxing the actual
contents of a distillery, from day to day, as
the prooess of fermentation i8 going on. Let
the Government establish a certain percen-
tage of the “beer’ as the product in
distilled spirits upon which it will assess
the tax, and it will colleot thounsands of dol-
lars where it now pgets hundreds. For
instance, suppose six par cent. is
the proportion of distilled spirits to “beer” in
the fermenting vats, which the Government
establishes as its standard of taxation; then,
upon every one hundred gallons of ‘‘beer
the Government will collect the tax due on six
gallons of whisky, sod in this ratio for larger
or smaller amounts. The ratio shounld be

fixed low enough toallow & small margin in |
The |

favor of the oareful manucfacturer.
amount of “‘beer’ in the fermenting vats can
be scourately determined by ocular imspection.
It I8 a mere question of arithmetic. This
should be the business of revenue offlcers paid
by the Government. No reference should be
made to the distiller at all. No questions
peed be asked of him. All that he ghould
be required to do is to keep his doors open, so
that the revenne officer may daily inspect his
place of business. The revenue officer makes
his daily sound, reports the number
of gallong af . “beer” in fermentation,
and the Government assesses  ita
tax aocording to an luvariable rule. The
whole thing is simple, direct, eficlent. There
is no ground of frand by the distiller. He
has been aliminated from the problem alto-
gether, There s no attempt to Tollow up the
whisky, and keep a hold on that, There is
0o nagessity for inspeoctors nnd gaugers, exoept
for those conmeoted with the bonded ware-
houses. There is no door for fraud in the
matter of production, excupt in the making of
false by the examining officers of the
amount of “beer’’ in the vats, and that would
bé so easy and sure of detection, that it may
be practically thrown oul of the account.

This fs the true principle of taxation as re-
gards distilled spirits.  Bome say tax each
atill according to its capacity; bul what is the
capacity of a still ! By what rule shall that be
determined! It Is impractioable, and canuot
be done.

If members of Congress will take hold of
this matter with & determinstion to maks &
low that will work; if they will summon to

their aid practiosl men who know the loop-
holes through which frand now escapes, the
Rovenue law can be so amended that distilled
gpirits shall pay one hundred millions of dol-
lars annually into the treasury, and withont
half the troubls and vexation which now
oharacterize the colleotion of one-third of that
amount.

The Action and Attitude of the § gaers
of the “Ludiow Call.**

Wuex Judge Ludlow was nominated by a
number of gentlemen for the post of Associate
Judge, a card appeared signed by a nnmber of
our leading oftizons, gentlemen of high
respectability, in which they favored his reten.
tion in the office he at preseut holds. This
oard has since been used as an electioneering
dooument, and is daily referred to by the
Demoorats as an argnment in favor of the
choleo of their candidate, The gentlemen who
gigned that oard did go through a desire to
remove all political disoussion from a judicial
election. The conduot of the Demooraocy,
however, has been such as to utterly defeat

the end in view. The signers have
been drawn into the very vortex
of politics, and the only difference

in their present position and that ocoupied by
them at any politionl election is, that instead
of their influence being given for the party
which saved the country in the days of the
war, they are being used by the enomies of the
Union, and are absolutely giving all their in-
luence to favor the success of the very party
which acted with traitors throughout the four
years of rebellion. Thess gentlemen have
now had an opportunity of calmly looking at
the false attitude into which they have been
thrust by the wiles of the Demooratic party.
They now see as olearly as all their fellow-
citizens that, instead of raising the judiciary
above the reach ‘of partisanship, they
have  themselves been drawn  into
a bitter partisan contest, and one in which
they are used to protect the Demo-
oratio party. The fight is just as bitter as
aver, only they are under the ensmy’s flag.
And in what company do they now find them-
gelves? Starting with a desire, which we
honor, to see the judiciary chosen without
party feeling, how have they succeeded? It
requires no great perceplion to see that they
have utterly failed. They have not secured
Judge Ludlow as a no-party candidate,
and they are not rnuning him on his merits,
They have failed to elevate the tone of the
election; but have sunk themselves into the
company of the Carrigans, Reeds, Inger-
golls, and McMulling of the radical Demo-
cracy. Instead of fighting side by side with
their old comrades, or instead of defending a
high principle of political purity, they ara
standing shoulder to shonlder with the ene-
mies of our country, the followers of Vallan-
digham, the men whose watchword is the
platform adopted at the Democratic Conven-
tion.

Under such eirenmstances it is not ingon~
sistent, it is mot unexpected, that we see
them coming back, one after another, in dis-

gust from the ranks into which they have
been drafted. Already nearly three-fourths

of the Republicans who signed the Ludlow
oall have declared their intention of signing
another, stating the reasons for their original
action, and their reason for repenting thereof.
Before many days are over the ocard will ap-
pear. It takes no prophetic vision to know
what excuse they will give—what explanation
they will set before the people, When
the call was signed, it was anticipated that
the cliqgue which almost ruined our Judicial
Convention would rule it entirely. It was
supposed that the friends of the Democracy
who, in disgnise, had gained admission into
its ranks, wonld sncceed in nominating an in-
forior candidate, a man of straw, who would
be put up only to be knocked dowan by Judge
Ludlow. In this opinion the gentlemen sign.
ing were nearly correct, We knew atthe
time of all the moves which were to be made,
and we trembled ourselves for the result.
Had the cabal succesded we could not liave
blamed the signers for their adherence to a
gentleman who they knew was at least able,
when the choice lay between him and one un-
known and but illy-qualified. But the schema
falled. The Republican party conld mnot be
manipulated Hke the Demoeraoy. Mr. Thayer
was nominated, and a gentleman thus far-
vished who was In every respeot Judge Lud-
low’s equal for honesty, ability, and judioial
learning, and many times his saperior in
patriotism and eloquence. And the favorers
of Mr. Ludlow stand now opposed to Mr.
Thayer, when really, from the bottom of their
hearts, they wish him victory. What, then,
is the only manly and honest course left open
tothem? It is clearly to confess their mis-
take, to say like men, *“Wea doubted the Con-
vention of the Republican party, and we did it
injustics’’—to retire from the ranks of the
rabid and unwashed Demooracy, and take their
old places under the old flag. How can Mr,
Meredith, Mr, Price, Col. Thowmas, Gov. Pollook,
and the like, stand the association of such men
as rule the Democracy, and who endorsed
their action nnd Kdopted their candidate, who
willingly fell into their congenial embraces !
There is but one means of showing themasalves
foarless men and loyal citizens, snd that is the
one they have adopted.
